Washington, D. O. Oct. 24.—[Special. ]— 
Rear Admiral Schley took the stand this aft- 
ernoon and told the story of the beginning 
of the Santiago campaign in a plain, simple, 
straightforward manner, in which there was 
not the least trace of malice or resentment.

Before flatly contradicting Captain Sigsbee 
regarding the information concerning the 
presence of the Spaniards in Santiago Ad- 
miral Schley was particular to say that Cap- 
tain Sigsbee was not capable of uttering a 
falsehood, but that his recollection was at 
fault and not his veracity.

When Rear Admiral Schley was ea to 
the stand there was great commotion in the 
courtroom, as there was a general move- 
ment on the part of the spectators to get a 
look at the man who destroyed Cervera’s 
squadron. Rear Admiral Schley was sitting 
near the witness chair, and when his name 
was Called, stood up, took a drink of water, 
removed a piece of gum from his mouth, 
advanced several feet to where Admiral 
Dewey was standing with a Bible in his hand, 
and started to take the oath. There was a 


moment's hesitation, however, and Rear Ad- 


miral Schley pointed towards himself, indi- 
cating that he was in undress uniform, and 
asking Admiral Dewey if it was proper for 
him to appear attired in this manner. 

The President of the court nodded in a 
friendly manner, whereupon Rear Admiral 
Schley clasped the copy of the scriptures 
with his right hand, while the form of the 
oath was being repeated. The applicant did 
not kiss the Bible, but merely assented to 
the oath. He then sat down in the revolving 
chair, and in response to a question from. 
Mr. Rayner said his name was “ Winfield 
Scott Schley, Rear Admiral, United States 
Navy, retired.”

An orderly then placed a glass of water in 
front of the Rear Admiral, and he began 


his simple narrative of the events of that 


memorable day, in a clear, distinct voice. 
He took up the specifications of the precept 
one by one, told of the formation of the fly- 
ing squadron, and continued down to the 
beginning of the retrograde movement, when 
the court adjourned. | 

Rear Admiral Schley spoke deliberately, 
and enunciated every syllable clearly. He 
told his story in remarkably pure English 
and with considerable elocutionary effect. 
His recital was undoubtedly the best that 
had been told, and the events of the war 
were related in such perfect sequence that 
the impression was created the story may 
have been rehearsed.

Dr. Hiram W. Thomas yesterday resigned 
as pastor of the People’s Church of Chicago, 
an institution with which he has been con- 
nected since he left the Methodist Epis- 
copal clergy twenty-one years ago. The 
resignation was accepted provisionally. 

Two hours later a call was extended to the 
Rev. Frank Crane, pastor of the Hyde Park 
Methodist Church. It was intimated that 
Dr. Crane already had signified his willing- 
ness to accept the charge, in which case he 
also probably will withdraw from the Metho- 
dist Church. 

Impaired health is assigned as the cause 
for Dr. Thomas’ resignation. He is directing 
a movement for a National People’s Church 
and finds that he is unequal! to this effort and 
“the performance of the duties attendant on 
his Chicago pastorate. 


To Draw a Life Salary. 


Dr. Thomas will retain a passive connec- 
tion with the Chicago church and will draw 
a life salary as pastor emeritus. Together 
with his wife. Vandelia Varnum Thomas, 
who resigns as assistant pastor, he he will de- 
vote his remaining years ‘of activity to the 
national organization. 

The announcement of Dr. Thomas’ 
tion came as a surprise to the public, al- 
though it has been discussed in meetings of 
the Board of Trustees for some time. Ar- 
rangements had been made at the request of 
Dr. Thomas .to lighten his task and at an 
adjourned meeting of the Board of Trustees 
held in the afternoon in the office of Dr. 
Percival Hunter, 
Thomas submitted his resignation. There 
were present at the meeting Dr. John F. 
Eberhart, President of the board; Dr. Hunt- 
er, Secretary and Treasurer; R. M. Outhet, 
Cornelius Leenheer, George Betts, and Dr. 
Thomas. 

Dr. Thomas Explains. 

N The letter of resignation was as follows: 

Debr and Honored Brothers: Phe People’s 
Church, the principles of social justice, the 
rights of reason and conscience in faith and 
worship, and the great truths of a spiritual 
religion of the life of God in the soul of man, 
were never nearer and dearer to my heart 
than now. My confidence in the possibilities 
| of the People’s Church as a great power for 
good was never greater. 

“The demands upon such a pulpit are 
many and large, and having been half a 
century in the ministry the continuous strain 
could not at most be borne many more years. 

The increasing growth of the spirit of 
religious independency in our time and the 
call for the larger faith and hope created the 
need and demand that the work of the Peo- 


ple’s Church should be extended to other 
cit and towns. 
Suggests Tounger Man. 


“ Believing that it is possible now to secure 
a younger man as pastor, and who will bring 
‘added strength to our home church, and that 
in the larger field the labor can be better ad- 
justed to my own strength, it seems wise that 
such a change be made. 

„This being the close of the twenty-first 
year of my pastorate, and as the outside work 
is becoming more urgent, it appears oppor- 
tune to tender and I ask you to accept my 
resignation; and as Mrs. Thomas will be my 
associate in the larger field this wili include 
also her resignation. 

I know not with what words to thank you, 


the earnest support and warm sympathy so 
’ gladly and generously given to the long years 
we have worked together in the cause so dear 
to us all. 

‘* Did this change mean the going away 
‘ftom this city, with whose good and evil 
fortunes I have for so many years rejoiced 
or sorrowed; the leaving of the thousands of 
dear friends, the trial would be very great. 
But no such sacrifice is required; the head- 
quarters of the larger work will be in Chi- 
cago; we will continue to Uv in the same old 
home and to worship when possible with 
and do any needed work for the People’s 
Church. Affectionately, H. W.THomas.”’ 


Frank Crane Called... 

“After the acceptance of the resignation the 
following call was sent to Dr. Crane: 

„The Rev. Frank Crane, Chicago—Dear 
Sir: The Rev. Dr. H. W. Thomas having 
offered his resignation as pastor of the Peo- 
ple’s Church of Chicago, the trustees of the 
¢hurch hereby extend to you a cordial and 
unanimous invitation to accen, the pastorate 
of said church, details to be arranged later 
on. An early reply is solicited. Tours truly, 
JohN F. EBERHART, President. 
‘‘ PERCIVAL HUNTER, Secretary.” 

The call was not unexpected to Dr. Crane. 
When seen at his residence, 5051 Washing- 
ton avenue, last evening he said: 

„I have been given to understand that the 
matter has been under ¢onsideration for 
some time. The possibility of my being 
called to the People’s Church has been men- 
tioned to me and I have talked the matter 
over with several of the members. 

“The formal call has just been received, 
and I have not yet had time to give it serious 
consideration. My relations with my pres- 
ent congregation are ideal, and should I Sep- 
arate from them it would be with 4 feeling 
of the deepest regret.” 

Long Service in Chicago. 
| Dr. Thomas has preached in Chicago for 
‘thirty two years, twenty-one of which have 
‘been spent in the work of the People’s 
Church. In 1880 he severed his connection 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
since then has conducted the independent 
church, which has steadily grown in influ- 
ence. This was despite the fact that as a 
Methodist, Mr. Thomas was accused of 
‘heresy. 

When the church assumed a national phase 
the work in Chicago became doubly. hard. 
With the marriage of Dr. Thomas to Van- 
delia Varnum, Mrs. Thomas was made asso- 
ciate pastor of the church, and for a time 
she relieved her husband greatly. But with- 
in the last year the demand on both became 
so excessive that it became evident that Dr. 
Thomas must give up eee the national 
work or the local church.

BURNED 


WILIAM MORRIS KILLED BY A 
LOUISIANA MOB. 


Colored Man Assaults Mrs. John Ball 
and Robs Her Husband's Store—Cap- 
tured After Being Wounded and 
Tries to Implicate Two Others, Who 
Easily Prove Their Innocence—Ad- 
mitted His Guilt and Said He De- 
served the Fate Allotted to Him. 


Columbia, Miss., Oct. 24.—[Special.}—Will- 
fam Morris, the negro who assaulted Mrs. 
John Ball yesterday, was captured last night 


and burned at the stake today at Balltown, 


the scene of his crime. He confessed his 
guilt before he died. 

When first captured Morris was inclined 
to deny his guilt, but he finally admitted 
he had attacked Mrs. Ball and robbed her 
husband’s store. He first tried to implicate 
two other negroes. They were placed under 
arrest, too, and it was at first meant to have 
a triple burning. The negroes accused by 
Morris established conclusive alibis, how- 
ever, and were released. 

Although Morris was captured yesterday 
afternoon he was flot confronted by Mrs. 
Ball until this morning. She positively 
identified him. The news of his capture and 
of his impending fate had spread far and 
wide throughout the community, and an 
enormous crowd gathered to see his punish- 
ment. 

Morris seemed dazed as he was chained to 
the sapling, and many hands began the work 
of piling pine knots and needles about him.

Admits Fate Is Deserved. ’ 

During all these preparations Morris ut- 
tered no word of protest or entreaty. Head- 
mitted that he deserved his fate. When the 
match was applied and the flames enveloped 
him he still remained motionless and silent. 

Finally his sufferings gave him voice and he 
screamed several times. His tongue was 
soon stilled, however, and death put an end 
to his agony.

Was One of Five Children. 

By her he had five children, four of whom 
were born at Bordentown and the youngest at. 
Paris, after Louls Napoleon had become es- 
tablished in the Presidency of the republic. 

The eldest of the three sons was Joachim 
Napoleon, who was born at Bordentown on 
July 21, 1834. He accompanied his parents 
on their return to France in 1849 and became 

a great favorite at the gay court of the 
Tulleries. 
Rabuked Trench Aristocrats. 
Prince Murat recently came into promi- 
nence in Paris by his rebuke tv the aristoc- 
racy of France for its open rudeness to. the 
President of the French Republic. 

When the President went to pay his visit 
to the National Dog show at Paris he was 
welcomed by the head of the National Ken- 
nel aswociation of France—nemely: Prince 
Joachim Murat. 
for complaint against the republic for the 
same law enacted during the Presidency of 
Jules Grévy on the proposition of General 
Boulanger, which drove all the Orleans 
Princes out of the army, including Boulan- 
gers benefactor and patron, the late Duke 
d' Aumale, likewise deprived Prince Joachim 
Murat of the rank of General of cavalry, 
which he had won by gallant service in the 
various wars undertaken by France during 
the reign of his cousin, Napoleon III. 

In spite of thle undeserved treatment sus- 
tained by Prince Murat at the hands of the 


‘republic he welcomed President Loubet in 


the most charmingly cordial manner and 
with all that deference which is due to the 
Chief Magistrate of a country who is the 
people's choice. Indeed, it was impossible 
to be more cordially courteous than the 
Prince, and it may be questioned whether 
M. Loubet, since he has been President, ever 
enjoyed ‘any function of this kind so much. 

The Prince was described as a tall, good 
looking man of 70, of military bearing, with 
heavy mustaches and frank eyes, looking 
much more an American than a Frenchman; 
in fact, talking Fireaqh with a slight Amer- 
ican accent.

Mr. Roosevelt 
says little of Tammany, but he points out 
what productive fields are left untilled by 
apathy and unlimited sympathies of the 
Republicans. Roosevelt urges on his fellow- 
citizens the duty of giving practical effect 
to the principles of brotherhood by fre- 
quent communion with poorer members 
the party. | 


The Morning Post says the article ie most 
interesting as showing a large sphere of 
influence which a busy public man uke Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is disposed to assign to philan- 
thropic sentiment. The Chronicle, which also 
comments on the article, compares the so- 
cial problems of New York and London. 
This city has its municipal policies, but they 
are not complicated by the activity of a 
powerful faction pledged to corruption. 

The Chronicle approves of Roosevelt's re- 
mark, “ Every reformer is in continual dan- 
‘ger of slipping into the hands of well-mean- 
ing persons who, in their advocacy of the im- 
practicable, do more harm than good.“ II- 
lustrations of that truth can be liberally fur- 
nished from both sides of the Atlantic.

New Cadets at the Military Academy 
Properly Treated, Reports the

Washington, P. C., Oct. 24.— The most im- 
portant feature of the an report of 
Colonel A. L. Mills, superintendent of the 
Military Academy at West Point, relates to 
the measures taken for the suppression of 
hazing.

One cadet was severely punished for giv- 
ing an unauthorized and absurd order to a 
new cadet, gnd another for exceeding his 
authority as a drillmaster over them. The 
action of the latter is, it is believed, through 
excessive zeal rather than a hazing spirit. 
Another reform has also been accepted— 
the abolition of what is known as official 
hazing, of the harsh amd nagging tones of 
the cadet instructors over new cadets, |

Judges Dunne, Kavanagh, and Brentano 
at 20’clock this afternoon will announce their 
decision as to whether former Oil Inspector
